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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's amendment of claims 20 and 30 introduces new limitations to the claims and therefore requires 
both further consideration and further search. Specifically, Applicant's amendment of claim 20 requires that the marker gene comprise a 
promoter regulatory sequence of the niaD gene from Aspergillus nidulans to be functionally linked to the coding sequence of the marker 
gene. Furthermore, the amendment requires that the claimed method comprise a transformation step performed under conditions in 
which transposase is expressed, allowing the excision of the Impala transposon from said marker gene and its reinsertion into the genome 
of the fungus. These new limitations require further search and consideration as they were not present in any of the dependent claims 
prior to the instant amendment. Furthermore, it is unclear how, e.g., a niaD promoter regulatory sequence can be functionally linked to the 
coding sequence of the marker gene when the insertion of the transposon interrupts the marker gene within the promoter, as would be the 
case with claim 28 as it depends from amended claim 20. 

Similarly, Applicant's amendment of claim 30 requires that the marker gene comprise a promoter regulatory sequence of the niaD gene 
from Aspergillus nidulans to be functionally linked to the coding sequence of the marker gene. Furthermore, the amendment requires that 
the claimed method comprise a mobilization step which involves further control of a transposase so as to permit reinsertion and 
stabilization of the Impala transposon into the genome of the fungus. These new limitations require further search and consideration as 
they were not present in any of the dependent claims prior to the instant amendment. 
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
